A mob of about four 
thousand miners and others invaded the town and wrecked and pillaged the houses and 
shops of the Jewish residents. Troops were called out to check the excesses, and a seri- 
ous fight occurred, in which eleven persons are reported to have been killed, and » large 
number wourided. | 

T Ports POWER OF VETO IN MaRRtace. Does the Pope enjoy the right of veto upon 
‘the celebration of civil marriages at British Embassies? The question is necessary, because 
uch n veto was certainly exercised a fortnight ago against a marriage at the British Con- 
walate at Constantinople. Count Prezziosi, a Maltese nobleman, desired to espouse a 
French lady, who, by the force of circumstances, had been divorced from her husband, 
The Papal representative gave notice of objection to the celebratiou of the marriage at 
the B British Consulate, but the license was granted, and Sir Henry Fawcett promised to 
‘perform the ceremony. On the appointed day, however, when the bridal party arrived, 
“an advocate, representing the Papacy, appeared and entered a caveat, whereupon Sir 
Henry Fawcett declined to proceed, and the irate bridegroom and the weeping bride 
"were compelled to retire in single blessedness.— Birmingham Gazette.

UTAH NEWS.

(Summarized from Territorial Papers. ) 


A street railway has been organized in Provo. 
E. H. Parsons was confirmed U. S. Marshal for Utah by the Senate on 
Wednesday, April 16tb. 

Governor Thomas and R. N. Baskin, of Utah Territory, were in Washing. 
ton on the 11th of April on anti-Mormon business. | 

On the 15th inst. Thos. J. Mackintosh assumed the duties of general freight 
and passenger agent for the Utah Central Railway—the consolidated narrow 
gauge lines. Mr. Mackintosh has had many years of experience in ene: 
and is thorougbly familiar with the subject. 

The Salt Lake City Council has ordered from Studebaker Bros., ten of their 
patent sprinkling wagons of 730 gallons capacity. These ria ker are of 
the last design and finish, and include all the latest improvements. They are 
hung on platform springs and the spray is in perfect control of the driver. 
It can be thrown to the right or left, heavy or light, at pleasure. 

WASHINGTON, April 10th.—Cullom to-day introduced a bill amending the 
Revised Statutes in reference to bigamy. The bill provides that no person 
living in what is known as plural or celestial marriage, or who teaches, and 
advises or encourages any person into polygamy, or who is a member of any 
organization which encourages bigamy, or any person who assists in solemniz- 
ing the ceremony of any such marriage, shall vote, serve as a juror, or be 
elected to, or hold any office in the Territory of Utah. 


Saut April 15tbh.—E. B. Critchlow was to-day receiving con- 
gratulations of his friends on his appointment to the office of U. S. Assistant 
District Attorney, in the place of Judge McKay removed. Critchlow is 
considered one of the ablest lawyers in the Territory, and was recommended 
by Attorney Varian to be his assistant. The announcement is made from 
Washington that President Harrison has appointed L. B. Bartlett as Probate 
Judge for Grand County, the new county created by the late Utah L 
ture. 

While Ralph Snowball with a gang of men were digging a sewer ditch on 
Fourth South-street, between Main-street and the State-road, Salt Like City, 
they unearthed a human skull. Peter Larson, one of the hands, struck what 
he supposed to be a bowlder with his shovel, but on turning it up a death’s 
head stared at him. Dr. Benedict came along, and after turning the cranium 
over, pronounced it to be the skull of an Indian about thirty-four years . 
atze. It was bare of hair or cuticle, and no other bones were found.

They were all knocked down by 
the falling timbers, and Mrs, Tunnison had her right leg broken, while the 
children fortunately escaped with a few bruises. The lady was at once taken 
into the co-op. drug store, when Dr. S. B. Young attended to her injuries, and 
she was taken home later in a carriage. O. F. Due, who had a flower stand 
in the south end of the building, was also struck by the — timbers and 
was injured about the back. 


A sad railway accident happened during Monday morning, pens "th, a 
Lehi Junction, which resulted in the death and horrible mangling of the body 
of Edward Jones, a fireman on the Salt Lake and Western division of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. It was about 1.20 a.m. when a freight train arrived 
at the Junction from Tintic. Fireman Jones was on the water tank signaling 
the engineer, when a coupling broke and he was thrown down to the track 
behind the tender. The wheels of a car passed over his body, frightfully 
mangling it. His head was crushed, his left arm and leg were broken in 
several places, and the body was otherwise mutilated. The unfortunate 
man was so badly cut up that spectators were not allowed to view the re- 
mains, Deceased was about thirty years of age and leaves a wife and three 
children who reside at Lehi Junction. 


Considerable eXcitement was manifested at n Grove on April the 
öth, over an accident that happened to Laura, the ten-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mra, Wm. Sterret. While drawing a pail of water for the well, the 
weights. gave way on one end of the rope. Just at that moment the girl threw 
her weight upon the rope, thinking the bucket was attached, and was over- 
balanced by the weight of the bucket, and pulled head foremost down the 
well, The distance from the earth’s surface to the water is forty feet, and 
the well contained two feet of water. The mother, who was in the house 
near by, hearing the noise, ran at once to the well, and finding what was 
wrong, cried to Laura to hold to the rope, but she answered that she could. 
not: Immediately the mother sprang into the well, descended as if by magic 
and éaught the head of her drowning child. The ropé was securely tied 
round the child’s body and by this time help had arrived, when the mother 
and daughter were extricated from their perilous situation. One of the girl’s” 
shoes was literally torn from her foot by the snagging of the rocks. She sus- 
tained several bruises on the body and face but no bones were broken.—
